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Mission improbable 

An ex-FBI agent busted by former colleagues while planning an armed heist 

claims he was working undercover himself 


T he would-be bandits plotting an 
Orange County home-invasion 
robbery with a $500,000 cash 
payday couldn’t be classified as ama¬ 
teurs. They were highly trained ex-law- 
enforcement officers who’d taken pains 
to mask travel from 
Chicago and New 
Orleans to Room 
no at a Ramada Inn 
in Fountain Valley. 
They purchased 
prepaid, throw¬ 
away cell phones, 
bulletproof vests, 
camouflage clothes, 
heavy-duty zip ties 
for handcuffing 
and, because the 
targeted house was 
in a tranquil neighborhood, silencers. 
Resistance wouldn’t be tolerated. In addi¬ 
tion to more than 600 rounds of ammo, 
they collected potent armaments includ¬ 
ing an AR-15 machine gun, a Colt M4 
carbine assault rifle, a .22-caliber Ruger 
Mark II semi-automatic gun, a 38-caliber 
Smith & Wesson, and a 45-caliber Clock 
21. They also displayed finesse, attaching 
a netting pouch to retain shell casings 
expended after firing a primary weapon. 

On the night before the scheduled July 
2008 robbery, the organizers—Vo Duong 
Tran, formerly an FBI special agent who 
performed top-secret service for the 
U.S. Senate during President Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s term, and ex-Illinois cop Yu Sung 
Park—met other accomplices in the hotel 
room to finalize plans. The participants, 
including four Korean hoodlums from 
Los Angeles, would perform specific roles 
inside and outside the targeted residence, 
a narcotics stash house used in Southern 
California cocaine trafficking. To mini¬ 
mize risk, the bandits planned to avoid 
carrying personal identification, clear 
each room by using one of the occupants 
as a human shield and execute anyone 
who attempted to fiee. They’d even 
decided to greet the potential arrival of 
police by unleashing the AR-15, a move 
that Tran boasted would kill five officers 
in one second. 

But the robbery never happened 
because two of the men meeting with 
Tran and Park had been posing as crimi¬ 
nals when, in fact, one was an active, 
undercover FBI agent and the other the 
agency’s confidential source. A raid of the 
hotel room resulted in arrests, weapons 
confiscation and damning covert record¬ 
ings of the plot. In 2010, following guilty 
verdicts in a jury trial, U.S. District Court 
Judge Andrew J. Guilford sentenced the 
men to terms of 30 years in prison each. 

From his penitentiary cell in Louisi¬ 
ana, Tran—who arrived in the U.S. as a 
10-year-old boat refugee from communist

Vietnam in 1978 and has Americanized 
his first name to Ben—recently filed an 
appeal inside Orange County’s Ronald 
Reagan Federal Courthouse in hopes of 
overturning his conviction. He blames 
his defense lawyer for gross incompe¬ 
tence and his old colleagues inside the 
FBI of framing him in a vendetta after 
a decade of service that ended with his 
firing in 2003. According to Tran, agency 
officials resented him for filing formal 
complaints against a Caucasian supervi- 


impeaching information that rendered his 
trial unfair. 

At a glance, the ex-agent’s tale is pre¬ 
posterous. A fired, 10-year veteran of the 
FBI thought it was wise to conduct his 
own undercover criminal investigation in 
California when he lived in New Orleans 
and owned 10 Verizon franchises? Does 
it make sense that someone would 
simultaneously argue the FBI was out 
to destroy him and that he thought an 
unauthorized stunt involving an AR-15 
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sor prone to uttering anti-Asian slurs. In 
contrast, according to the FBI, he was 
an ethical nightmare involved in bribery, 
document falsification and posing as an 
agent after he’d been placed on adminis¬ 
trative leave. They also claim he failed to 
surrender such special-agent gear as his 
gun, entry tools, binoculars and night- 
vision equipment. 

Tran’s most fascinating assertion, 
however, involves Alex Dao, a convicted 
felon and the FBI’s confidential source in 
the home-invasion robbery case, accord¬ 
ing to court records. He claims he faked 
the robbery plot as a way to expose Dao, 
impress agency officials with his crime¬ 
fighting skills and win reinstatement to 
his special agent post with a dramatic 
citizen’s arrest. Instead, he says, the 
agency secretly paid Dao untold sums 
to help build a case against him and hid 


would place him back in good graces? 

Yet Tran has allies. His younger sister, 
as well as a supervisory FBI agent and an 
attorney friend, insist the robbery plan 
was well-intended. “Even in his final 
years with the FBI, when Ben Tran was 
on administrative leave, he still sought 
to enforce the law,” attorney Frederic W. 
Whitehurst says. “I had many conversa¬ 
tions with Ben in which I would tell him 
that he was no longer a law-enforcement 
officer and that when he received infor¬ 
mation concerning illegal activity, he 
should simply report that information 
to the appropriate authority rather than 
attempt his own investigations. He never 
really got it.” 

If you can hear somebody laughing 
in contempt, it’s Assistant United States 
Attorney Robert J. Keenan, who has a 
history of convicting dirty cops. He prose¬ 


cuted Tran and Park, and his views aren’t 
cloaked. “The insouciant nihilism exhib¬ 
ited by these defendants make them very 
dangerous to society,” Keenan memorial¬ 
ized in a sentencing memorandum. “By 
their words and deeds, these defendants 
have made clear they care only for them¬ 
selves and recognize no moral limitations 
on their behavior.” 

Guilford is giving the veteran prosecu¬ 
tor until June 30 to reply to Tran’s appeal. 

SERIAL VICTIM 

A Newport Beach parolee convicted in 
2013 of conning seven victims out of nearly 
$200,000 while pretending to be a financial 
wizard for National Basketball Association 
superstars Kobe Bryant and LeBron James 
this month sued the Orange County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department (OCSD) and The Orange 
County Register. 

Calvin James Calvin, who is supposed 
to be serving a 13-year prison term, claims 
OCSD officials violated his constitutional 
rights by denying him medical care after he 
suffered an injury while serving as a trustee 
at the Theo Lacy Jail. 

But most of the hand-scribbled federal 
lawsuit addresses Calvin’s anger at a May 
31,2013, Register article written by Eric 
Hartley. He claims without explanation that 
Hartley’s work is “racist” and a violation of 
his civil rights because the reporter—again, 
unexplained—acted under the color of state 
authority. His reasoning for his incarcera¬ 
tion: “Cover up of Mr. Tony Rackauckas, 
the head district attorney,” who supposedly 
ate dinner in his office with a man and dis¬ 
cussed “aroma M.D. medical deal.” 

Calvin, who claims he has informed the 
FBI and Secret Service about his victimiza¬ 
tion, is demanding $5 million in compensa¬ 
tion, a. Register retraction printed for 30 
consecutive days and an article about Rack¬ 
auckas’ corruption. 

“Thank you in advance,” he wrote to 
U.S. District Court Magistrate Judge Carla 
Woehrle, who will decide if the complaint 
is technically sound and worthy of a 
future hearing. 

Last year, Calvin sued Superior Court 
Judge William R. Froeberg, Senior Deputy 
District Attorney Cameron Talley and 
Rackauckas for their roles in his convic¬ 
tion. He claimed they denied him medical 
care and access to the jail law library and 
that they are racists. He sought $10 million 
in damages, but U.S. District Court Judge 
George H. King dismissed that case as mali¬ 
ciously frivolous last June. 

Calvin’s most ambitious lawsuit hap¬ 
pened in 2010. He sued then-Governor 
Arnold Schwarzenegger for wrecking 
his marriage and violating numerous 
constitutional rights by raiding his 
homes. He unsuccessfully sought $50 
million in compensation.

Fullerton’s Magoski Arts Colony 
is Orange County’s last, best hope 
for an artist Shangri-La

T he brick warehouse along Santa Fe Avenue in downtown 

Fullerton looks eerily still most nights, akin to the industrial 
wastelands of a Rust Belt city. The only people to pass by its 
sawtoothed roof and dimly lit sidewalk are college kids stumbling to 
and from Bootlegger’s Brewery, beginning or ending another night 
of bacchanalia. But stand near the warehouse’s cold metal door, and 
you can feel the vibration of music and hear the occasional laughter. 
It sounds like a buzzing hive. 

Inside, you’re greeted by a pent-up energy that unspools every 
which way and the smell of toasty old wood. Warm gallery lighting 
peeks out from seemingly every corner. The music is louder, but the 
place is still devoid of people. A left turn out of the square foyer puts 
you in a long hall with no visible end, artwork covering its length, each 
segment painted in different hues and separating a labyrinth of rooms. 

Floating down the hallway is a suspended river of paper cranes 
that leads to the center of the warehouse. That’s where Mike 
Magoski appears. The 54-year-old’s blue eyes bounce wide for a 
moment, his mop of white hair shinning under the lights. “Oh, 


good! You’re here!” he exclaims, clasping his hands together. “Come 
on back; we’re having a dance party, and there’s something new I 
have to show you.” And running like a child, Mike introduces us—in 
fact, everyone who walks into this realm—to his life and his cre¬ 
ation: the Magoski Arts Colony. 

Anyone who has ever experienced the colony during its monthly 
art walks admits to being a bit disoriented afterward. Much like the 
Navidson House in Mark Danielewski’s House of Leaves, the colony 
seems larger on the inside than it looks from the outside, and the 
more it’s filled with galleries and exhibits, the bigger it seems to get. 
Mike builds walls and artist lofts so quickly they work like vines, 
constantly growing and wrapping around everything; it’s similar 
to how artists build lofts at the Brewery in Los Angeles, except on 
a smaller scale with a quicker turnaround. “I think our business 
model is different,” Mike explains, satisfaction in his eyes. “When 
people come in, they are guests. The show isn’t about us! It’s about 
facilitating an experience, whatever it is they’re looking for.”

In a city better known for drunk bros, 
brutal police officers, and the habitual 
destruction of historic buildings and 
public art, the Magoski Arts Colony 
operates in Fullerton’s shadows. Most 
residents, let alone the rest of Orange 
County, don’t know it exists. But it may 
represent OC’s best, last chance to foster 
a genuine artists’ colony, one that won’t 
collapse under city planning, greedy 
investors or the eternal siren call of more 
established scenes. 

“There seems to be a difference between 
the average Joe who goes to a bar and lis¬ 
tens to rock music and the bourgeoisie who 
go to the galleries and drink champagne,” 
Mike says. “The latter are basically doing 
the same thing, just with their homies. 

The problem is we don’t have a mingling 
between the two in Orange County.... We 
want everyone to know that art is a good 
investment, and I’m not talking about the 
pieces you buy at IKEA.” 

n a warm spring night, Mike pre¬ 
pares to go up on the roof. His 
tool belt has a camera attached. 
One hand holds a growler; with his empty 
hand, he pats himself down. 

“Hmm, do I need anything else?” Mike 
says to himself. “Oh, yeah, I was going to 
get a cigar.” 


Clusters of artists join him via a small, 
winding wooden staircase. Four rows of 
dormers stretch the length of the 116-foot 
facade, with romantic pivot windows that 
look down onto the tiny artist lofts. From 
the ground fioor, the lofts are hardly 
noticed; from above, they resemble fai¬ 
rytale workshops. 

“I think about hallowed ground a lot,” 
Mike says, his eyes drifting across the dusk 
horizon. “Like an Indian burial ground—is 
it sacred because there was something 
special there before, or did they make it 
special? I think this place is like that. What 
makes a place hallowed? Love.” 

The warehouse that shelters the 
Magoski Arts Colony was built in 1928 
and is recognized as a local landmark 
by the city. It operated for decades as 
a laundry facility, and then it housed 
juicers for the Chapman’s Old Mission 
Brand Valencia oranges packing plant 
that was across the railroad tracks. In 
the late 1980s, Pete Magoski—father of 
Mike—purchased the building along 
with three others next to it because they 
were pretty cheap and, as Mike explains, 
“the buildings no one wanted.” 

Pete wasn’t a real-estate man or a big- 
time investor. He was a space engineer 
and later the owner of North American 
Aerospace Corp., which helped to design 
Apollo spacecrafts for NASA. Neither he 
nor his business partner, Vic Harrison, 
will offer up details, though. “Oh, I’m just 
a poor country boy—that’s all,” Pete says 
with a laugh. 


Until the mid-1990s, the laundry build¬ 
ing was storage for anything from stoves 
to tanks. Then, one year, Mike asked to 
use a small corner. He had been a career 
server and restaurant manager until an 
employee tried to rob his place, in the 
process literally stabbing him in the back. 
“I almost died,” Mike says, “but it was 
my daughter’s birthday, and I couldn’t let 
that happen. I realized I had to reevaluate 
my life, so I embarked on this mad affair 
with art.” 

He was a creative child, doing crazy 
things such as dropping a running lawn 


mower into a hole in the front lawn so it 
would make smoke for his home movie. 
But the life-threatening experience 
inspired him, as well as his wife, Candace, 
to open a private art studio called Violet 
Hour in his dad’s warehouse. “The gallery 
was born out of the necessity to house 
photo equipment and props, but [it] 
became our fantasy for [photo] shoots,” 
Candace says. The room changed over the 
years, but it still contains props that most 
visitors never forget—a Burning Man 
bunny art-car and dozens of mannequins 
in different costumes and poses. 
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It remained the Magoskis’ private play¬ 
ground until 2010, when two local gallery 
owners walked in. Jesse La Tour from 
Hibbleton and Brian Prince from PAS 
both found themselves hanging out at 
Violet Hour’s underground shows. ‘Tt was 
a surreal experience,” Prince says, shak¬ 
ing his head. “With all the costumes and 
mannequins, you just felt like you were 
somewhere else, not Fullerton.” 

Mike saw the potential of not only 
the space, but also the community that 
could be fostered and offered Prince 
his own little corner. Shortly after. La 
Tour relocated Hibbleton there; the 
soft-spoken Fullerton College English 
professor single-handedly started Ful¬ 
lerton’s Art Walk, enlisting local galleries 
and even retail businesses to participate. 
Once La Tour and Prince moved into the 
colony, the warehouse began attracting 
more people. “Growing up in a suburban 
community, you’re kind of isolated,” La 
Tour says. “Having the gallery awakened 
a sense of caring for the community. I 
was a shy person, but I realized how 
very important it was, and it makes your 
worldview more open.” 

Over the next couple of years, Mike 
built the galleries and lofts upon Hibbel- 
ton and PAS. Between the artists renting 
space, outsiders showing in galleries, and 
group events that welcome the public, 
including Movie Night and Poetry Night, a 
solid group of 30 or so people began using 
the colony on a weekly basis. “There were 
privacy issues that plagued me,” Candace 
says, “but it has turned out to be good, and 
we enjoy all the colonists.” 

“I just think of the entire building like 
an art project,” Mike says. “It’s my art 
project, and I’m painting with people.” 

n the first Friday of every month, 
the colony pulls back the curtain. 
The heavy metal doors are swung 
wide open, and the theatrical lighting 
pours out into the street. Artists stand 
by their galleries, explaining their pieces 
to the quizzical. The hallways fill with 
crowds. Candace smiles and serves san- 
gria. At each art walk, she wears a differ¬ 
ent costume and an enormous, colorful 
wig; it makes chatting her up at the bar, 
whether about art or Facebook, rather 
captivating. Mike pumps an eclectic mix 
through the warehouse’s sound system 


and deejays behind a white projector 
screen; on this Friday in May, Mike is 
showing a Godard film. He comes out 
only once to mingle. 

“Candace is the yin to my yang,” Mike 
says. “She’ll be the first person to tell you 
I’m full of shit. I think she sees all of this 
in a potentially different way than I do, 
which is why we work well together. I see 
this grandiose big picture of a utopian art 
world, and Candace sees it for what it is 
now. She pulls me in.” 

“[It] has been challenging for me 
because I don’t always understand [his] 
vision,” Candace admits. 

Actually, most OC residents have 
never understood any art-colony dream, 
period. In the early 1900s, painter Nor¬ 
man St. Clair moved to Laguna Beach 
and began painting Impressionist works 
of the beautiful landscape. Hundreds 
of others followed him and established 
a vibrant arts community that birthed 
the Festival of the Arts and the Pageant 
of the Masters. But as Laguna grew into 
affluence, starving artists couldn’t afford 
to live there anymore, and the city’s art 
scene turned into the current plague of 
Thomas Kinkade knockoffs and dolphin- 
sculpture galleries. 

In recent years, Santa Ana’s Artists 
Village seemed as though it could be a 
permanent contender, with galleries cir¬ 
cling Cal State Fullerton’s Grand Central 
Arts Building and the historic Santora 
Building. But, just as with Laguna, rents 
began to increase, and the city started 
pushing for more restaurants and bars 
instead of keeping artists in mind. The 
death knell came in January, when New¬ 
port Beach millionaire Jack Jakosky pur¬ 
chased the Santora, summarily painted 
over a community mural and kicked out 
longtime tenants. 

Many years ago, Mike and Candace 
rented a wall at the Santora. It didn’t last 
too long. “How do you build a commu¬ 
nity that’s self-sustaining and constantly 
evolving?” Mike asks, though it’s more of 
a statement than a question. “I think the 
only way it can happen is where there is a 
partnership between business and struc¬ 
ture and chaos and the artists. If these 
two opposing forces can find common 
ground, that’s where you’ll find the Ion-

gevity in the community.” 

Even though the artists spend at least 
one night a week together, conversations 
about the colony never seem to dry up. 

“I think it’s great knowing such drastic 
differences can exist next to each other,” 
says Steve Elkins, the documentary film¬ 
maker in charge of Movie Night. “Amidst 
all the puke puddles, you can crawl down 
the rabbit hole into this place. It’s an 


important image to carry with you, that 
people are doing incredible things just 
around the corner.” 

For Anna Hansen, resident printmaker, 
it has been about adjusting. “It’s a good 
human lesson for how to love your neigh¬ 
bor,” says the Utah native. “When I first 
became part of this place, I assumed we 
were all liberal, but there are people who 
identify as Republican! But we still agree 
on so many other points. People are not 
just who they vote for.” 

“Before this, I’ve never really inter¬ 
acted with white people,” says Josue 
Rivas, a colony photographer who shoots 


for the Weekly. He’s the kind of guy who, 
while everyone sits around drinking and 
goofing off after a group project night, 
will suddenly announce, “I think it would 
be good if we all go around the room and 
tell what is inspiring you right now,” then 
convinces people to participate. 

“My position in society was always as 
‘the Mexican,”’ he continues, “but when 
I met [La Tour], I was having intelligent 
conversations, and it shaped my personal¬ 
ity outside of my race.” He pauses. “Oh, 
God, I’m gonna cry just thinking about it!” 

As nurturing an environment as it 
seems, the colony does have inner con¬ 


flict. For this. La Tour says, they have 
“a resident psychologist.” Ricardo Gon¬ 
salves, a licensed art therapist with an 
office in the colony, will sometimes hold 
group sessions when arguments arise. 

“At the Kelly Thomas show, I wanted 
everyone to leave pissed,” remembers 
Stephan “Bax” Baxter, owner of the Egan 
gallery. He curated a collection of art¬ 
works inspired by the homeless man’s 
brutal death at the fists of Fullerton police 
officers. “But [Mike] didn’t want that, you 
know, because the colony is a sanctuary.” 
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“I wanted to create a space where the 
[enraged] community could use art to 
voice their feelings,” Mike explains, “but 
also be all inclusive to those with dif¬ 
ferent viewpoints, whether they were 
supportive of police or councilmen or in 
some way anti-Kelly Thomas. It’s easy to 
be ‘nice’ to ‘nice’ people; but if you want 
to change hearts and minds, then you 
have to be willing to reach out to people 
who might not see things your way.” 

The collective compromise for the 
Thomas show was to offer panels on 
which visitors could write a positive mes¬ 
sage about Fullerton as they left. “It took 
away the ability to say we were just being 
negative,” Baxter says. “We agree that we 
want people to be treated with dignity, 
but we don’t always agree on how to get 
there. In the end, we always compromise, 
and it ends up bringing more people in 
and makes it a better community.” 

For the little issues that don’t require 
big sit-down sessions, there’s Vince Mor¬ 
gan, the colony’s gatekeeper and security 
guard. An accident at his father’s work¬ 
shop left Morgan’s right hand mutilated, 
which sent him into a downward spiral of 
drugs, pain meds and homelessness. Pete 
came across him more than 20 years ago, 
connecting through their mutual inter¬ 
est in model building; his storefront on 
232 W. Commonwealth is a hobby shop. 
Model Mania. Eventually, Mike offered 
Morgan a job. 

“[Morgan] is like the white blood cell 


in this whole thing,” Rivas says. “He’s 
always here and he protects this place.” 

He does more than monitor doors, 
though. “Vince serves as the check and 
balance,” Mike says. “The last thing we 
want is people to think the colony is 
where people are doing drugs and it’s just 
drunken debauchery. When the tiniest 
shreds of that happen, [Morgan] is right 
there, and he reels them back in.” 

“[Morgan] probably pisses me off more 
than anybody on a regular basis,” Baxter 
admits. “I’ll be showing the colony to 
a client, and he’ll come in yelling that 
someone didn’t clean up the dog puke on 
the floor. But then I’ll ask him what he 
thinks is wrong with my Vespa, and two 
hours later, he’s still mumbling about it to 
himself, trying to flgure it out.” 

On a recent night, Morgan wandered 
past Baxter, ready to take Mike and Can¬ 
dace’s dog, Satine, out for a walk. Baxter 
sauntered after him and gave Morgan a 
bear hug. 

“Get off me, Bax!” Morgan growled. 
Later in his office, he explains, “I’m like 
Quasimodo, and this is my sanctuary,” 
extending his arms out, then dropping 
them to his lap. “I’ve learned to let go a 
little. I don’t wanna be the grouchy old 
man ... but I don’t know why Bax is 
always trying to hug me.” 

I n January, Mike called a colony-wide 
meeting. Every chair and couch was 
pulled around the Burning Man 
trailer in the back smoking room; with the 
low lights in that section of the warehouse, 
the atmosphere was reminiscent of that of 
a campfire. The last few colonists snuck 
in as Mike began, the wind chimes on the

back of the door announcing their arrival. 

To prepare for this meeting, group 
members had to answer a long survey 
with questions such as “What art do 
you most closely relate to?” and “What 
dimension does your art exist in?” and 
“Do you fear the unknown?” As the col¬ 
ony finally reaches its capacity for gallery 
spaces, the group must vote on its future 
and whether they’ll let the public in, as at 
any commercial gallery. 

“I mean, this isn’t a normal business,” 
Mike says. “It’s artists’ studios where peo¬ 
ple are actually working. We don’t want 
to make it like an amusement park.” 

Baxter says, “Mike is not a spoiled kid. 
I mean, I know Pete has some money, 
but Mike and Candace work hard. 
They’re not getting anything but the 
power that comes with having a space 
like that in a conservative city.” 

According to Mike, the rent money 
(around $250 per space) goes back into 
repairs, building expenses, supplies and a 
little income for Morgan. Unfortunately, 
abandoning the desire to sell is a luxury 
that artists worldwide can’t afford. Talk 
to artists after an art walk, and you’ll find 
many long faces and disgruntled whis¬ 
pers registering a night without a single 
piece sold. 

“I sincerely don’t care about selling!” 

La Tour says, stressing exactly how sin¬ 
cere he is by moving his hands up and 
down with every word. “I just care about 
putting on sweet shows every month.” 

“Yeah, that conversation doesn’t even 
happen here,” Elkins says. “I mean, 
it’s nice to sell. But it’s almost an after¬ 
thought. We think, ‘Come if you want, 
but we’ll be here having a good time 
either way.’” 

By the end of 2014, the colony will 
be open to the public at least one day 
per week. Docents will be assigned to 
overlook it while strangers wander in. 
Whether or not the new format works, it 
won’t be in the same quiet niche forever: 
The dirt lot across the street is slated to 
become a fancy apartment building, but 
the group doesn’t seem to be worried 
about the development. “Something was 
gonna go up,” Candace says. “I’m just glad 
it’s not a mega-bar.” 

Most of the colonists welcome open¬ 
ing to the public. Despite a couple of 
assholes who’ve tagged artists’ walls 
and one really big asshole who slashed 


a painting during the Mike Atta benefit, 
the outside world doesn’t bring in too 
many problems. “We’re extremely for¬ 
tunate to decide if we even want to [be] 
open more,” Mike says. “Without my 
father as the benefactor, we’d have to 
look at this much more in a real-world 
sense, but instead, we can just focus on 
building community.” 

Pete backs him up. “My son will tell 
you, I’ve never been known to sell any¬ 
thing,” he says. “You have no idea how 
many times and how much money I’ve 
been offered for that building. Yeah, I 
think they’re hysterical over there, but 
sometimes, Vic and I say, ‘Let’s take a 
break and go see what those clowns are 
up to!’ Every now and then, there’s some¬ 
thing good. Why would I sell it?” 

So Mike just keeps planning. Having 
finally filled the warehouse with work¬ 
shops and gallery spaces, the only thing 
left to do is return to the beginning and 
once again make Violet Hour a private 
studio. “This is the last step before the 
colony is filled,” Mike says. “Then we’ll 
move on to the hobby shop across the 
street. The next stage is fantastic. It’s 
going to be a concert hall with a small 
bar and display kitchen with the best 
waiters from here and the best chefs 
from there. It will be the actual commer¬ 
cial venue. With that in place, perhaps 
we’ll make the colony completely pri¬ 
vate. Who knows? 

“Maybe bigger galleries can even 
learn from the disorganization and inno¬ 
cence that we have here,” he adds. “Art 
is a bridge, but by itself, it’s not going 
to change the world. It’s people who 
change the world. Which is why I’m not 
interested in revolution—that’s just the 
ebb and fiow, the rise and fall of society. 
What I’m interested in is evolution, a 
breaking away from our cyclical nature. 
How can we ever expect to have peace 
in other parts of the world when we 
don’t even have it at home?! We can only 
get there through self-introspection on a 
local and global scale. And maybe when 
art, the truest expression of self, is made 
valuable by society, then that evolution 
can occur.”

Most of us 
never had the slightest chance of seeing 
Winehouse perform, though we wore out 
her records (“Rehab” is now the saddest 
song on the planet), but thanks to pro¬ 
ducer Denice Ramage-Klaus, a semblance 
of Winehouse in the form of Mia Karter 
& the Hits takes the stage in an attempt to 
roll us Back to Black once more. Long live 
the beehive, baby.

San Clemente’s Village Mediterranean Rim comes alive with yummy animals

T here are too few restaurants in 

Orange County that do tagine. The 
Moroccan specialty is named after 
the earthenware pot that functions as both 
the cooking vessel and the serving plate. 
The secret and magic of a tagine lies in its 
most recognizable part: the conical lid. The 
sloped sides supposedly redirect all the 
moisture back into the food as it cooks. But 
more than anything, a tagine’s most impor¬ 
tant purpose is presentation. The whole 
vessel is brought out to your table, where¬ 
upon the bullhorn-shaped lid is taken off 
right in front of you, usually with flourish, 
aromatic steam escaping and revealing the 
slow-cooked stew beneath. Just as with the 
heavy cast-iron cauldrons the Koreans use 
for their soups and Mexican-Americans 
for their fajita platters, a tagine brings the 
immediacy of the kitchen to the dining 
room; you’re essentially eating right out of 
the pot. 

Village Mediterranean Rim offers a 
half-dozen tagines starting with one that 
has a lamb meatloaf simmered with dried 
apricots, onion marmalade and wine. This 
is Moroccan food without the employment 
of any belly dancers or, really, anything that 
would indicate the restaurant is a Moroc¬ 
can cuisine specialist. In fact, you could 
argue that Village Mediterranean Rim’s 
true calling isn’t Moroccan cuisine, but 
rather game. The kitchen does an antelope 
tagine, serves a wild boar sausage with 
ravioli and braises legs of elk, which isn’t 
even cooked in a tagine. 

If you walked into the restaurant with¬ 
out reading the menu, you’d think the 
place was an Italian joint, with its glossy 
prints of unspecific but idyllic vineyard 
scenes and wine bottles. And the space is 
tiny, hardly the size of the bar area of most 
restaurants. It’s the kind of restaurant you 
might discover by accident while window¬ 
shopping along San Clemente’s quaint 
downtown. And when you do find it, if it’s 
a particularly nice day, you’d choose to dine 
outside, where there’s a pair of small tables 
on a slightly elevated balcony bordered by 
plants. Or if it’s cold, you could take the 
seats closest to the kitchen—the restaurant 
is so small you can actually feel the heat of 
the stoves warming your back. 

You look at the specials menu first. 

There might be antelope short ribs, or a 
tagine with buffalo and wild boar, or a rich 
moussaka. There’s most certainly going to 
be a butternut squash soup—a permanent 
special—served in a bowl the size of a sink, 
with a spoon to match. When you take your 
first sip, you find it’s not unlike other but¬ 
ternut squash soups you’ve had: creamy, 
thick, filling, decorated with white lines of 
cream. But at the same time. Village Medi¬ 
terranean Rim’s rendition is unusual; it’s 
tangier by at least two pH units, as though 
a squeeze of lemon was added, and there’s 
also the slightest suggestion of curry. 


When you order the leg of elk, you dis¬ 
cover there’s something else you can’t put 
your finger on. You decide it’s not the meat, 
which eats as though it were lean beef, sim¬ 
mered in uniform brown cubes that surren¬ 
der at the touch of a fork. No, there’s some¬ 
thing else that’s intriguingly addictive and 
warming about this stew. Is it the chocolate? 
The cumin in the spice mixture Moroccans 
call chermoula? Or is it because something 
you thought was going to be exotic and 
unapproachably gamy turns out tasting like 
good ol’ comfort grub made by mom? You 
also find walnuts, carrots, beets, parsnips 
and wedges of potato that make your tongue 
twitch. But then you locate its power source, 
its soul, the thing that pushed it over the 
edge: ginger. 

And as it turns out the kitchen uses more 
ginger for the seafood tagine. You know this 
because you bite into the nob thinking it’s a 
piece of fish. But it’s a soothing presence in 


a stew already fortified with saffron, Sauvi- 
gnon blanc, lemon and fennel. You use the 
sandy grains of the couscous the kitchen 
has served on the edge of the lapping stew 
to sop up the rest of this cioppino-like meal 
full of salmon, unidentified white fish, 
shrimp and garbanzo beans. 

When you move on to dessert—a wig- 
gly panna cotta served in a wine goblet 
and drizzled with a strawberry puree that 
you decide might be better than the zaba- 
glione—you realize the place isn’t really 
Moroccan. But because it does what it does 
well, even this matters less and less, just as 
a tagine is nothing but a vessel for what’s 
ultimately served inside.

Dining With 
the Oldies _ 

STEWART'S BUSY APRON

T he blinds are always down at Stew¬ 
art's Busy Apron in Anaheim, but 
not to keep out the sun. This is the diner 
version of that sign on The Simpsons 
outside the retirement home announcing 
to visitors, "Thank You for Not Discussing 
the Outside World," for here is a museum 
piece. The design scheme is painted china 
plates and late-1960s Western murals, 
with stained-glass lanterns seemingly sto¬ 
len from a Round Table lighting the room 
even during the day. It's the type of place 
where middle-aged women take their 
elderly parents to eat, where a breakfast 
special is mini boxes of corn flakes that 
you empty into a bowl, then drown in milk. 
Ask for fresh orange juice, and a woman 
presses a button from a faded Sunkist 
machine with fonts out of a Farrell's Ice 
Cream parlor in its original incarnation. 

Along with the La Palma Chicken Pie 
Shop, Busy Apron is the last gasp of old 
Anaheim, one of three restaurants in my 
hometown that I can remember standing 
since elementary school (the other one 
is just up East Street: El Nopal #2). But 
unlike those other two stalwarts. Busy 
Apron has seen better days. The outside 
is faded—indeed, most Anaheimers don't 
even know it's called Busy Apron because 
a battered sign reading, "Stewart's Coffee 
Shop" still looms over its empty parking 
lot. Doesn't matter: This is my go-to place 
when I want cheap, fast, filling American 
classics—liver and onions I douse with 
Tapatio; chicken-fried steak sandwiches 
that sing of grease and salt; omelets and 
steak specials; epic pancakes that come 
as pigs in a blanket or in stacks, all fluffy 
and perfect. The Reconquista never came 
here, since the most ethnic thing here is 
hibachi chicken. For chrissakes, water¬ 
melon slices are still handed out with 
hamburgers as a free dessert. 

But the blinds can't keep modernity 
away too long. The current owner is a 
Chinese woman who sneaks in egg-flower 
soup as a special from time to time; the 
head waitress is a hip Chicana with a 
large tattoo on her bicep; the guys making 
those old-school plates are all Mexicans 
comfortable enough in knowing their 
clients know so little Spanish that they 
can openly curse to one another when 
the crowds are small, as they usually 
are. How long will Busy Apron last? Who 
knows? But when the daily special is 
biscuits, gravy, hash browns, and bacon 
or sausage hovering around $4, you know 
the place is legit.

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Baking the Day and 
Night Away 

Tarit Tanjasiri of the Crema Cafe 


I t is always nice when an On the Line 
subject can recommend a colleague. 
Dean Kim, our “Dean of Bread,” 
pointed us toward Tarit Tanjasiri, whose 
Crema Cafe has been serving the Seal 
Beach community for eight years. Week¬ 
end waits are inevitable, but Tanjasiri 
makes sure there’s enough caffeine to 
help pass the time. 

OC WEEKLY: Are there stereotypes that 
people have about bakers? 

TARIT TANJASIRI: We have no life. 

Sleep early. Wake up in the middle of the 

night and work_It’s mostly true. 

How did the cafe's name come about? 
Crema is the very thing that makes or 
breaks an espresso. It is the cream of 
espresso where the nose, essence and 
initial flavor comes from. 

You're making breakfast: What are 
you having? 

French toast using brioche. 

Favorite places to eat: 

Bluefin in Newport Beach, Break of Dawn 
in Laguna Hills, home ... 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Up-and-coming young and inspira¬ 
tional chefs. 

What is your beverage of choice? 

Tequila and wine. Never together. Herra- 
dura Tequila is my true favorite. 

Was the bakery always there, or did it come 
after the cafe? 

The bakery came after the restaurant, 
born out of necessity because I could not 
find good enough bread. 

Most popular items on the menu: 

On the cafe side, it has to be the Seal 
Beach omelet. In the bakery, it has to be 
the almond croissant. 

Your earliest food memory: 

While I was going to boarding school 
in Singapore, sneaking into the school 
kitchen at night to cook something we 
wanted to eat—not that we knew how to

cook much of anything at the age of 13. 
One food you can't live without: 

I love red meat. I know it is not hip to say 
that nowadays, but I absolutely love it. I 
don’t eat it every day, but I can never give 
it up. 

Where was your most recent meal? 

Prime rib at Five Crowns with my family. 
Tell us about your culinary experience. 

My dad inspired me early on. He was 
a banker and a farmer in Thailand. I 
remembered him searching out a par¬ 
ticular ingredient for making his roast 
pork. He would not settle for anything 
but the best ingredients. I learned then— 
and later in cooking life, from a close 
friend and cooking mentor, chef Patrick 
Jamon—that when you start with the best 
ingredients, your chances of messing up 
go down tremendously. 

Your best recent food find: 

Rice Paper, a Vietnamese restaurant that a 
friend of mine, Alfred Martinez, took me 
to. It’s in the Westminster area. Hole in 
the wall, but the food was really spot-on. 
Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

Two eggs, half-scrambled, half-poached. 
NO!—though I almost said yes. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

As a baker, I must say it is bread. Too 
many people serve wonderfully pre¬ 
pared foods on breads that should not 
be served—too much processing, too 
many chemicals. 

Best tip for the home baker: 

Get a Dutch oven and learn to use it to 
bake your breads.

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A Cinco de Mayo to Love 

The Pacific Avenue standard isn’t the best Mexican 
food in the LBC, but it’s damn good 


T he annual Mexican-themed drink¬ 
ing holiday may have come and 
gone this year, but Cinco de Mayo 
is still alive and well in Long Beach—on 
Pacific Avenue and Fourth Street. That’s 
where the Cinco de Mayo Mexican 
restaurant lives, smushed between the 
now-boutique Dolly Varden Hotel and the 
Colonial Bakery doughnut shop along the 
Blue Line’s downtown loop. 

Let’s be clear: despite its extensive 
menu of traditional and unconventional 
dishes, Cinco de Mayo does not even pre¬ 
tend to offer the best Mexican food in the 
city, and its mariscos, burritos and com¬ 
bination plates are basic at best. But what 
this cash-only spot provides is more than 
just sustenance. With a wall-of-sound 
jukebox, flat-screen TVs blaring the latest 
Univision newscast and a lineup of bottled 



Mexican beers, Cinco is a neighborhood 
staple for anyone living or working south 
of Anaheim Street, between Alamitos Ave¬ 
nue and the Los Angeles River. A basket 
of warm, oily chips and not-so-restaurant- 
quality salsa (by which we mean, medium 
spice, taqueria consistency) greets every 
table, as does one of several female serv¬ 
ers whose familiarity with the menu and 
ingredients pegs her as part of the owner’s 
extended family. A recent trip found our 
waitress quick to defend the recent price 
increases (less than $1 on most items), and 
she seemed pleased the restaurant has, 
over the years, been phasing out its mid¬ 
dling Salvadorean and American food in 
favor of more time-honored Mexican and 
Spanish-tinged dishes. 

The expanded mariscos menu, for

example, includes caldos, mojarra frita, 
shrimp diablo and a two-person feast 
called “mariscada,” which, for $29, piles 
a stew of octopus, imitation crab and 
shrimp on a bed of potatoes, bell peppers 
and onions. Pulpo and shrimp cocktails 
are dropped in bowls—not chalices or 
molcajetes—in which slices of chewy 
octopus and miniature skinned shrimp 
float among onions, cucumbers and avo¬ 
cados in a cold tomato broth. On the turf 
front, Cinco de Mayo excels in the simple 
stuff. Tortas, burritos, quesadillas, tosta- 
das and nachos are all fair game, though 
many could argue that at $2 each, the 
tacos (meat and cilantro on a store-bought 
corn tortilla) are slightly overpriced. 
Combination dishes allow for mixing and 
matching with the kitchen’s hard tacos, 
chile rellenos, tamales and enchiladas, 
pairing whatever you order with a side of 
dry, orange Spanish rice and luxuriously 
lard-infused refried beans. 

So as to not feel as though I’ve wan¬ 
dered into the same combination-plate 
hell found at chain Mexi joints, I always 
opt to pair my rice and beans with Cinco’s 
mole enchiladas. Black as mole negro with 
a complex flavor of sweet chiles and choc¬ 
olate, the platillo comes drenched in as 
much melted cheese as mole sauce, allow¬ 
ing a second helping of chips dipped in 
all the extra goopy stuff. Brave souls may 
splurge for specialties such as chile verde, 
beef guisada or lengua espanola, but those 
aren’t the kind of complexities that keep 
people coming back to the downtown 
Long Beach staple. 

When all you seek is a simple burrito, 
a bottle of Negro Modelo and your latest 
celebrity news en espahol, a quick walk to 
Cinco de Mayo is all that’s necessary to 
celebrate the Battle of Puebla every day.

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The Spinal Tap of Vietnamese Food 

The 10-item plate at Thuan Kieu Noodle & Grill 


I f you’re familiar with the venerable 
Com Tam Thuan Kieu in Little Sai¬ 
gon, you’ll hardly recognize the new 
Thuan Kieu Noodle & Grill in Irvine. 
It’s owned by some part of the original 
family, connected by a shared recipe. 
But the new place (and the other 
Thuan Kieu Noodle & Grills scattered 
throughout the county) seems geared 
for a neighborhood that expects pho 
from a Vietnamese place. And because 
of this, these new Thuan Kieus duti¬ 
fully pour good, satisfying, steaming 
bowls of the Vietnamese noodle soup. 
The original Thuan Kieu does not. Nev¬ 
ertheless, the Irvine restaurant in ques¬ 
tion is, at its heart, a Com Tam Thuan 
Kieu. It even says so in big bold letters 
on a wall inside the restaurant itself. So 
do yourself a favor, and only try the pho 
after you attempt the rice plates, espe¬ 
cially the one that’s surrounded by 10 
different toppings. Yes, 10 toppings. 

It begins with a dome of steamed bro¬ 
ken rice. Around this will be piled all 
kinds of protein from just about every 
edible animal, whether it once mooed, 
oinked, clucked or swam. Grilled pork, 
fish, a wedge of steamed egg quiche, 
egg rolls, grilled chicken, tofu-wrapped 
shrimp cake, glistening Chinese sau¬ 
sages, bouncy Vietnamese sausage (nem 
nuoung), grilled beef short ribs, grilled

shrimp—all are excellent by them¬ 
selves, but even better together in this 
crowded ensemble, bound by rice and 
doused with nuoc cham. But there’s one 
more item on the plate: a veritable salad 
consisting of a wad of pickled carrots 
and daikon, lettuce, and cucumbers to 
cleanse your palate in between spoon¬ 
fuls, which officially makes this the 
Spinal Tap of com tarn dishes. Yes, these 
plates go to 11.

L ast week, I had the honor of being a judge 
at a cocktail summit held by the United 
States Bartenders' Guild in Hollywood's 
iconic Roosevelt Hotel. Ten bartenders 
from Southern California slinged slings, 
fizzes, margaritas and more, all with a base 
of Patron tequila, a booze that gets a lot of 
hate for being so trendy but is better than 
advertised. I'm not familiar with the Hell Lay 
cocktail scene, but the guys and girls up there 
definitely impressed. 

I only knew one person: our own OC 
Bartender of the Year, Joe Valdovinos from 
Playground. He was there to offer his iconic La 
India Maria, his take on Mexican pop culture, 
ancient traditions, locally sourced ingredients 
and sheer desmadre. 

THE DRINK 

It's technically Patron silver, pineapple shrub 
and wildflower honey syrup, with a lager 
float—but as with anything Mexican, the 
whole is all about the parts. The "shrub" is in 
facttepache, the old-school Mexican drink 
that involves fermented pineapple and sizzles 
any palate that tries it. The beer is Modelo 


Especial, light and fizzy. Together, it all trans¬ 
forms into the Mexican comedic legend for 
which it's named: sassy yet substantial, linger¬ 
ing long after your initial encounter. Valdovi¬ 
nos has been making this for the past year at 
his other bars, so it was great to see La India 
Maria made before an audience of his peers. 

Did Valdovinos beat the LA bartenders? 

Not sure, but I hope so: first prize was a trip 
to Patron's hacienda in Jalisco. But even if 
he didn't win, we can all taste the fruits of his 
success at Playground in downtown San- 
Tana. And if it's not on the menu anymore? 

Ask him, and he'll smile and whip out your 
drink for the summer.

Seth MacFarlane’s comedy western pulls off 

its trick shot

W e’re still adjusting to Seth 
MacFarlane as a big-screen 
star. Not just because his 
breakneck absurdist humor often 
demands viewers pause and rewind, but 
also because the man himself resembles 
a hand-inked cartoon, with his black, 
pupil-less eyes and an alabaster baby face 
that, lacking cheekbones that could carve 
in some shadows, appears to reflect light 
like the moon. 

MacFarlane wrote, directed and stars 
in the ruthlessly funny A Million Ways 
to Die In the West, yet despite it being 
head-to-tails his project, he sometimes 
feels layered on top of the film like Roger 
Rabbit on a live-action world. Oddly, or 
perhaps cannily, that works to his advan¬ 
tage. His character, a bachelor shepherd 
named Albert, doesn’t want to fit into 
1882 Arizona, a nasty place where people 
can and do die from snakes, cholera, 
bulls, fast-moving tumbleweeds, explod¬ 
ing daguerreotypes, falling ice blocks, 
bad medicine, flatulence and, of course, 
one another. Groans Albert, “We should 
all just wear coffins for clothes.” 

This is the most unromantic take on 
the wild west since John Wayne in The 
Searchers vowed to kill his niece. Every- 
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one is dumb, dirty, superstitious and vio¬ 
lent. Pre-mass-media and seemingly pre¬ 
literacy, the townspeople are so ignorant 
that Gilbert Gottfried is able to pass 
himself off as Abraham Lincoln. Worst 
of all, life’s boring. Even children playing 
with hoops and sticks is deemed mental 
overstimulation. The only cheery bits are 
the opening credits music, which sounds 
borrowed from a Disneyland parade, and 
Sarah Silverman’s fresh-scrubbed prosti¬ 
tute, a Christian whose virgin boyfriend 
(Giovanni Ribisi) doesn’t mind that she’s 
making him—and him alone—wait for 
marriage. You can’t have a western with¬ 
out a whore—they’re as intrinsic to the 
genre as horses—but Silverman manages 
to make the role feel novel, even though 
it’s the natural outgrowth of her persona 
as the world’s filthiest chipmunk. 

MacFarlane makes no pretense of 
accuracy, especially not linguistic. When 
Albert gets dumped by shallow school- 
marm Louise (Amanda Seyfried) for the 
rich bigwig who runs a mustache store 
(Neil Patrick Harris), she chirps, “I have 
to work on myself,” a phrase more com¬ 
monly heard over kale salads in Beverly 
Hills. Albert himself speaks like an 
impatient time traveler from the future. 


Explaining Parkinson’s disease, he pauses 
and adjusts himself: “It’s just another 
way that God mysteriously shows that he 
loves us.” 

He’s had enough. But on the night 
Albert plans to flee Arizona for the 
comparatively cultured San Francisco, 
he befriends a traveling tomboy beauty 
named Anna (Charlize Theron), who 
convinces him to stick around for a week. 
With his heart still set on Louise and 
Anna secretly married to a murderous 
outlaw (Liam Neeson), they are free to do 
something truly unusual for any Holl5wood 
genre: pal around as platonic friends. (At 
least for a while.) 

This is the most unromantic 
take on the wild west since 
John Wayne in The Searchers 
vowed to kill his niece. 
Everyone is dumb, dirty, 
superstitious and violent. 

Theron proved her comedy chops in 
the underrated Young Adult, and here, 
she and MacFarlane get along like two 
eager puppies. If MacFarlane indulges in 
self-flattery by keeping in all the times 
this babe bursts into laughter at his jokes, 
he’s forgiven; at least we feel as though 
the characters are actually listening to 
each other. The Oscar-winning actress 
isn’t given a huge range of things to do, 
but she does them well, even selling us 
on her character’s slow-building crush 
on MacFarlane. No small feat, given that 


he looked more natural kissing a human 
in Ted when his disembodied voice was 
shoved inside a teddy bear. 

It’s hard to pin down how MacFarlane 
really conceives of himself. “I’m not the 
hero,” Albert insists. “I’m the guy in the 
crowd making fun of the hero’s shirt.” 

But MacFarlane can’t resist trying to do 
both, as if, deep inside, he wants to be 
a real boy after all—an actor who might 
conceivably one day be cast in a movie 
without a fart joke. 

Will audiences let him? Debatable. At 
least he’s the closest thing we’ve got to 
Mel Brooks, a manic comic who empties 
a six-shooter at the screen in every scene 
hoping that at least a couple of bullets hit. 
Still, A Million Ways to Die In the West 
feels softer than Brooks’ Blazing Saddles, 
in part because MacFarlane is aiming at 
an easier target. Blazing Saddles, released 
in 1974, the same year as Foxy Brown, 
used the western as a guise to attack rac¬ 
ism. MacFarlane is merely attacking the 
wild west itself, and we’re all in agree¬ 
ment it was a terrible place to live—even 
our modern ranchers are mapping their 
livestock with Google Earth. If MacFar¬ 
lane really wants to burn his brand on one 
of our culture’s sacred cows, he’s chosen 
the wrong John Wayne genre. Forget the 
western: Let’s storm the Greatest Genera¬ 
tion on the sands of Iwo Jima.

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OPENING 

BLENDED A romance ripped from 
the pages of Deuteronomy, Frank 
Coraci's Blended posits that the best 
reason for a woman with sons and a 
man with daughters to get married 
is that they can take care of each 
other's kids. Quel pragmatisme! In 
the world of this sitcom love story, 
men are from Mars and women 
should be from a defiled menstrual 
tent far enough away that Adam 
Sandler won't have to hear them 
talk about tampons. (To be fair, in 
Blended even an elderly pharmacy 
clerk is eager to tell Sandler about 
the size of her vagina.) Sandler 
and Drew Barrymore play single 
parents with zero dating experience 
whose first blind date is, naturally, 
a disaster. Their characters married 
before college graduation, managed 
to spawn five kids between them, 
and yet, despite spending almost 
two decades with their former 
spouses (one dead, one a dick), have 
never learned anything about the 
opposite sex. Hell, they could have 
learned everything they needed to 
know about each other by watching 
another romantic comedy as bad 
as this: He's the schlub who mans 
a sports store with Shag; she's the 
pearl-clenching workaholic who co¬ 
owns a closet-organizing company. 
Will she school him on responsibil¬ 
ity? Will he teach her to loosen up? 
Duh. Will Blended take two hours 
and a trip to Africa to get there while 
implanting uncomfortable messages 
like "girls aren't pretty without 
long hair"? Alas, yes. {PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

MALEFICENT Boil Maleficent down 
to one newt's nose-size piece of 
advice and you'd get this: Don't 
dump Angelina Jolie. As seen 
through director Robert Stromberg's 
lens, the antlered arch-villain of 
Sleeping Beauty is a sympathetic 
scorned woman, equal parts Gloria 
Gaynor, Princess Diana, and Lorena 
Bobbitt, with a dash of Euripedes' 
Medea thrown in for class. The cad 
is an ambitious thief named Stefan 
(Sharlto Copley), who romances 
Maleficent for several decades until 
he betrays her for the chance to 
become king. And so she does what 
any wounded woman would: curse 
his baby daughter to an inescap¬ 
able coma. Like Oz the Great and 
Powerful, Maleficent considers itself 
a revisionist fairy tale that spins 
a demonized witch into a feminist 
icon. Hardly. Both movies hinge on 
the idea that being rejected by one 
dude is enough to make any girl 
nuts. At least in Wicked, the witch 
turned evil because of her politics. 
Still, Jolie carries her embittered 
witch with the dignity of Nefertiti. 

She rarely speaks, preferring to 
sulk and scream. The effects team 
has enhanced the actress' other¬ 
worldly beauty: the cheekbones jut 
out like cliffs; the green eyes glow. 
For a children's movie. Maleficent 
makes one hell of a Vogue pictorial, 
eschewing the breakneck pacing 
expected of a PG Disney flick for the 
art-house rhythms of Jean Cocteau. 
Yet Maleficent suffers from the same 
problem that's sandbagged Jolie's 
career: Her directors shoot her like 
a goddess, but set her in a world 
that treats her like an urchin. Jolie's 
films never hurdle that key contra¬ 
diction—the filmmakers' joy at pho¬ 
tographing such beauty versus her 
need to prove that she's more than 
a pretty face. (PG) Amy Nicholson.

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ONGOING 

BELLE Although it's based on the true 
story of the illegitimate daughter of a 
Royal Navy captain and an enslaved 
African woman, Amma Asante's 
Belle's richest inspiration comes 
from a painting. A 1779 double por¬ 
trait shows a pretty blonde teenager 
decked out in late-18th-century finery, 
and a dark-skinned young woman in 
an equally fine gown who appears 
to be dashing out of the frame to 
someplace more exciting. It's impos¬ 
sible to see this grand and mysterious 
picture and not want to know her 
story. That's exactly how screenwriter 
Misan Sagay fell into writing Belle, 
which is highly fictionalized: Little is 
known about the black woman in the 
painting. Dido Elizabeth Belle, who as 
a young girl was sent to Hampstead 
be raised by her great uncle, the Earl 
of Mansfield. In Belle, Lord and Lady 
Mansfield (Tom Wilkinson and Emily 
Watson) briefly cluck over the color 
of her skin before fully accepting 
her into their household, along with 
another grandniece. The two little 
girls grow into young women; Dido 
(Gugu Mbatha-Raw) and Elizabeth 
(Sarah Gadon) become as close as 
sisters. The most compelling twist of 
Belle is that Lord Mansfield, in his 
capacity as Lord Chief Justice, is 
about to rule on a case that would 
become a fulcrum for the abolitionist 
movement: The 1781 Zong massacre, 
in which Africans on a slave ship 
were killed by the crew, ostensibly 
because there wasn't enough drink¬ 
ing water onboard. There's a great 
story here, but Asante can't quite 
harness its power. Belle moves stiffly, 
encumbered by too many petticoats 
of expository dialogue. Mbatha-Raw 
tries to bring the right proportions 


of elegance and warmth to the role, 
but she can't bust out of the movie's 
overpolished costume-drama con¬ 
ception. (PG) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

THE DOUBLE An existential jest set in a 
bureaucratic dystopia so familiar and 
lightly comic it may as well be Kafka 
Fantasy Camp, Richard Ayoade's often 
marvelous The Double stars Jesse 
Eisenberg as a beleaguered schlemiel 
whose life is upended by a stranger 
who is identical to him in every 
way—just somehow better. These 
dueling Eisenbergs are indistinguish¬ 
able from each other, right down to 
hair (shaggy) and costume (comi¬ 
cally oversized '80s suit). But one's 
the toast of the office complex they 
work in, while the other's a yearning 
nobody clerk of the sort common in 
Eastern European lit. He has to sign in 
as a visitor with his office's security 
guard because, even after years of 
toil there, he's not in "the system." 
That system, like the film's whole 
world, is like a Soviet 2014 as imag¬ 
ined by a Commodore 64 in 1982—it's 
chintzy, clunky, 8-bit. If the story and 
milieu are familiar, the look is worth 
sinking into. Ayoade, the director 
of Submarine, and his co-writer Avi 
Korine, have based The Double on a 
short novel by Dostoyevsky, which 
itself was inspired by the alienated 
fantasies of Gogol. For all that, the 
The Double often feels as indebted 
to Brazil and Delicatessen as it does 
to those geniuses—it's sometimes a 
dazzling astonishment but also occa¬ 
sionally too much, so over-directed 
that watching it can feel like reading 
something typed with the caps lock 
on, especially toward the end, when 
Ayoade's inventive repetition starts 
to feel like just repetition. But most 
of its 90 minutes tremble with wit and

50TO 1 There's something surreal about 
a low-budget indie compulsively aping 
generic Hollywood narratives; like a 
video of a dog driving a car, something 
feels unnervingly out of place. Such 
is the experience of watching 50 to 
1, a paint-by-numbers telling of the 
story of Mine That Bird, the long shot 
racehorse that won the 2009 Kentucky 
Derby. The film is replete with the 
washed-up trainer, (ihip (Skeet Ulrich);

The manner in which 50 to 1 creates 
sympathy for its characters is so 
nakedly manipulative that it's difficult 
to become invested. Broad-strokes 
storytelling persists throughout: In 
another scene.

Could 
there be a more obvious way to con¬ 
vey that their personalities clash?

A Long Beach exhibit unveils a little-known part of local LGBT history: 

motorcycle clubs

I t’s 1953, and Marlon Brando’s biker film, 
The Wild One, has opened. The story of 
a motorcycle gang that invades a small 
town, it’s a bit of Hollywood baloney that 
has one good line in it: When asked what 
he’s rebelling against, Brando responds, 
“Whadda you got?” 

Wearing a leather jacket over a tight 
T-shirt and snug Levis cuffed over boots, 
cap cocked at an angle a male model would 
envy, muscular legs astride a Triumph, the 
actor was defiant sex on wheels, instantly 
creating an iconic image the world over. 

For gay men in the audience, the badass 
leather biker look represented a fantasy of 
h 5 ^er-masculinity. That it’s a false image, 
created by Hollywood for mass consump¬ 
tion, doesn’t seem to have been considered, 
but in their closeted minds, Brando’s per¬ 
sona represented a rejection of effeminacy, 
a push-back at nancy-boy stereotypes 
forced upon them by a homophobic soci¬ 
ety. It was a society that embraced McCar- 
thyism and its fear of “homosexuals” as 
threats to national security, culminating in

the harassment and firing of thousands of 
gay men and lesbians by the State Depart¬ 
ment in a purge nicknamed “The Lavender 
Scare.” At that dark time in history, hiding 
your politics and sexuality seemed to make 
a certain amount of sense. 

With that in the air, 1954 saw several 
friends—all queer, bikers and ex-military, 
hung over after a drunken orgy the night 
before—form a motorcycle club. Whether 
that decision was made out of bravery or 
horniness is open to debate, but one thing 
seemed to be pretty straightforward: The 
band of brothers simply looked to repeat 
the camaraderie they had in the armed 
forces, doing publicly what they were 
already doing in secret. It was hiding in 
plain sight, if you will, with the rough rid¬ 
ers sporting vaguely homoerotic logos on 
their shirts. Calling themselves the Satyrs, 
they became what is now the oldest con¬ 
tinuously running gay organization in the 
United States, as well as the inspiration for 
dozens more such clubs. 

Formed as a conservative rebuke to the 
left-leaning, gay “cell” groups such as the 
Mattachine Society (an early gay activist 


group that initially declined to have identi¬ 
fied leaders so the government couldn’t 
sabotage its efforts by arresting those in 
charge), the Satyr Motorcycle Club focused 
on a strict hierarchy of leadership with set 
rules. (The first document on display is the 
club’s typed minutes from the first meeting, 
basically an argument about who should 
pay dues and who should be exempt.) 

Former Satyr president and cura¬ 
tor Garry Bowie’s fascinating “Rumble: 

The Long Road to Equality” details the 
organization’s history, creating a mod¬ 
est yet deeply informed timeline of rare 
photographs and film footage, biker uni¬ 
forms, and unusual artifacts. Posted at 
eye level around the room on a painted 
two-lane highway—broken yellow line in 
the middle—the club’s 60-year existence 
is broken down by decade, showing both 
private (sexual) and public (politics) histo¬ 
ries. If not all of the time periods transition 
smoothly—there are gaps in the visuals, 
and some of what we see needs to be better 
identified for people not familiar with biker 
lore—it’s not for want of trying. Bowie tells 
me, as we walk through the exhibit, that 
what’s on display is only a small percent 
of the collected records the club has, that 
much had been destroyed through care¬ 
lessness or calculation (families trashing 
evidence of the members’ activities they 
considered less than wholesome), with 
items thrown into a storage box years 
before and forgotten until someone in the 
club remembered they were there. After 
AIDS decimated the once-prolific clubs, 
Bowie feared their stories might be forgot¬ 
ten. Using his own money (and some small 


crowd-funding), set about the monumental 
task of archiving, collecting and verifying 
documentation, catching the stories of 
many of the members on video before they 
passed away, identifying forgotten faces, 
putting things in order so that when the 
collection is eventually donated to the ONE 
Archives Foundation in Los Angeles, archi¬ 
vists won’t have to substitute guesswork 
and supposition for hard information. 

There’s wistfulness in his voice when 
Bowie describes much of biking now as a 
meet-up experience, less lifestyle choice and 
more temporary hobby, its heyday easily 
forgotten as it fades away. Assimilation and, 
ironically, equality are to blame, he believes, 
watering down the more rigidly defined 
gay identities of decades past in favor of a 
blander, more generic personality. He tells 
me this and shrugs, his passion project an 
attempt to hold on to a golden past, but also 
a way of acknowledging that the pendulum 
swings from one side to the other, with 
or without our consent. It’s reflected in 
something as obvious as the Satyr’s group 
photographs over the years, the first featur¬ 
ing only those members who agreed to be 
photographed—one of them pointedly turn¬ 
ing his face from the camera—and the latest 
with everyone facing forward, grizzled but 
happy. A long road, indeed.

The idea of wearing light pink, baby blue 
and canary yellow gives me grumpy 
face, but one look in the mirror proves 
the Interwebz was right. Am I going to 
change my whole wardrobe? Nope, but I 
will pay more attention to the colors that 
smooth out my skin and make my eyes 
look brighter. No matter how much we like 
wearing certain colors, it's not worth it if it 
turns us a sickly yellow. 

Skin tone is broken down into two cat¬ 
egories: warm and cool. Look at the veins 
around the inside of your wrists in the 
daylight over something that is pure white; 
green veins mean warm and blue veins 
mean cool. Jewelry is also helpful; if gold 
looks yummy on your skin, you're warm; 
and if silver pops against you, you're cool.

SUMMER (COOL): Hair is blond, ash 
blond, or an ashy, medium brown.

Eyes are 
blue, blue-gray or blue-green. Summers 
look best in pastel, muted and neutral 
tones. Pure white is best, but other bright 
colors are too harsh. 

FALL (WARM): Hair is auburn, red, light 
to dark brown, or blond with golden high¬ 
lights. Eyes are hazel, green, brown or a 
dark teal. Falls do well in rich, earthy col¬ 
ors such as burnt orange and forest green. 
WINTER (COOL): Hair is one solid 
shade of black or dark brown. Eyes are 
brown or a deep blue. Winters should 
wear very rich colors—^think dark blue, 
red and pure white.

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Bringing Doom to the 
Dance Floor 

Once again, the Faint make fans happy about feeling depressed

F or an indie band, taking six years 
off can be an eternity. Yet for 
the Faint, it was a much-needed 
hiatus. After touring and recording 
relentlessly for the better part of a 
decade, the band realized it was time 
to put the Faint on hold, at least for a 
little while. But if not for that lengthy 
break, the quartet wouldn’t have been 
able to seamlessly cook up their cur¬ 
rent record. Doom Abuse. 

“We did our separate things and 
explored other genres,” keyboardist 
Jacob Thiele explains over the phone 
between East Coast shows. “We 
didn’t really go our separate ways, 
but we went into this world of techno 
and electronic music that we always 
wanted to do with the Faint. It was 
also fun to not do the genre bending 
the Faint are known for.” 

Formed in 1995 and originally 
known as Norman Bailer (at one time 
featuring Conor Oberst), the Faint 
meld indie rock, post-punk, dance- 
punk and new wave. While many 
of the young synth rock groups on 
mainstream and satellite radio today 
have poppier sensibilities, there’s 
no denying the influence of these 
Omaha natives. 

In the six years between records, 
Thiele, singer Todd Fink and drum¬ 
mer Clark Baechle were in a dance- 
music project called Depressed 
Buttons. The new moniker allowed 
them to release music they thought 
was cool without having to pay the 


price for music that, according to 
Thiele, “the world may not be ready 
for.” Though they weren’t touring 
and recording as the Faint, three- 
quarters of the band were making 
music together. 

The lessons taken from Depressed 
Buttons made it easy for the Faint to 
cook up Doom Abuse. The collection 
took only three months to record and 
subtly incorporates elements from 
their side project. Thiele is confident 
the Depressed Buttons experience, 
as well as keyboardist Dapose’s own 
projects, allowed for a more complete 
Faint record. 

“We picked up where we left off,” 
Thiele says. “That’s the upside of 
developing our own sounds and 
having a recognizable style that we 
came up with years ago and have as 
a framework as something to start 
from at any time. It’s like hitting 
pause and starting again, cleanly.” 

Even though the Eaint toured 
behind the reissue of Danse Macabre 
in 2012, playing the new songs live 
for the first time has energized the 
outfit. With the tour’s elaborate light 
setup and the strand of video panels 
set up around the stage, “[it’s] an 
event that will overwhelm the senses, 
except maybe your sense of smell,” 
the keyboardist says. 

Plus, fans have been singing along 
to the new material, which has pleas¬ 
antly surprised him. “I really feel 
connected to the audience when I 


see them singing the words, espe¬ 
cially the new songs,” Thiele gushes. 
“That’s the real payoff as a band. You 
don’t get a lot of instant gratification 
when you’re writing a record. It all 
comes later, when you’re touring and 
seeing the fans enjoying it.” 

When they started, the Faint were 
confident they were crafting a sound 
that would eventually be popular, 
but they didn’t expect it to happen 
as quickly as it did. Their version of 
dance music not only won over indie 
rock fans, but it has also allowed 
them to carve out their own niche, 
which continues to grow. 

The band have noticed how well- 
received Doom Abuse has been not 
only by critics, but also—and more 
important—by their fans. Thiele 
points to the Twitter response as an 
accurate indicator where their fan 
base stands. 

“The response has been over¬ 
whelmingly positive,” he says. “I’ve 
seen thousands of positive tweets 
to us about how people like the 
new record. I’ve literally only seen 
two people who didn’t like it. But if 
we’ve only disappointed two Twit¬ 
ter fans out of all of them, that’s 
pretty good.”

New projects help Paul Oakenfold refuse to get old

W alking into Paul Oakenfold’s 

home studio in the Hollywood 
Hills, it’s hard to not notice 
the vast amount of movie posters clut¬ 
tering the walls. Strolling through his 
expansive compound, he casually points 
to one from the John Travolta/Halle 
Berry crime thriller Swordfish. “That film 
in the corner there is the one that made 
all of this happen, actually,” Oakenfold 
says. Unable to pass up the opportunity 
despite his lack of experience, he remem¬ 
bers throwing himself into creating the 
score for the 2001 film. After its success, 
he started getting calls for more work in 
Hollywood, to produce scores and cues 
for films as varied as The Matrix and 
Shrek. As for his record collection, half of 
it still sits in “the garage,” he says in his 
heavy British accent. Most of his wax is 
representative of the 50-year-old’s eclec¬ 
tic tastes as a D J—the thing most people 
know him for. 

Revered as a legend in electronic 
music since his late-’90s album Tran- 
ceport, Oakenfold has brought the rave 
sound around the world, from Goa to 
Ibiza, through massive festival perfor¬ 
mances and by scoring hit films and 
video games. The three-time Grammy- 
nominated D J, producer and artist is 
currently part of Jagermeister’s Ultimate 
Summer of Music tour, which is also 
sponsoring Fall Out Boy and country’s 
Eli Young on their respective tours. Oak¬ 
enfold’s 20 stops across the States will 
promote his latest masterpiece. Trance 
Mission, to be released June 20 on his 
Perfecto Records. 

Even for a D J who has toured with the 
likes of Madonna and U2 and reaches 16 
million listeners worldwide on his Planet 
Perfecto radio show, it’s not illogical to 
wonder how he manages to stay current 
in this evolving world. “Two face-lifts, 
one weave, and I dress in tight pants,” he 
says with a chuckle. Ironically, much of 


his new influences come from old genres 
such as deep house. “The funny thing is 
I knew deep house the first time it was 
around,” says Oakenfold. “I love trance, 
and it plays a big, important part of 
melodic music, but so does house, techno 
and even EDM. If it’s got emotion that 
moves me, then I know it will connect 
with an audience.” 

That’s where the idea for Trance Mis¬ 
sion came from. After going on the road 
to play smaller venues and strip the big 
shows with great trance music. Oaken¬ 
fold often got asked to play old classics. 
But that wasn’t enough for him. The idea 
to cover trance anthems became a way 
to introduce the tracks to the current 
generation, in the process giving them a 
sonic face-lift. “No one does cover ver¬ 
sions in electronic music, and that was 
the challenge,” Oakenfold says. “It’s not 
challenging to me, remixing 12 classics, 
but it’s a big challenge to cover the song 
and start with a blank canvas while keep¬ 
ing the integrity of the original. That’s 
why I did it.” 

It took a long time to pick the per¬ 
fect tracks to transform and get the 
right people on board, but the result 
is a seamless take on such songs as 
“Adagio for Strings,” “Toca Me” and 
“Ready Steady Go”—which is exactly 
what you can expect to hear at Sutra 
this weekend. Over the years. Oakenfold 
has carved out a soft spot for the Costa 
Mesa dance club. Visiting us whenever 
he can has become one of his many mis¬ 
sions on the DJ circuit. “I love playing 
there because it’s a really good club and 
the crowds are really up for it. Why is 
that?” he asks. “What’s in the water 
down there?”

Lake Forest 
Vikings 

E mpyrean Throne have almost all the 
qualities of a vicious, Scandinavian, 
black-metal band. They hold a mythological 
and literary name, hang Viking war ban¬ 
ners at their live shows, and utilize dark, 
symphonic instrumentality. Vocalist Andrew 
Knudsen even sports a pair of Gorgoroth- 
style spiked cuffs on his forearms. Yet there 
is an important characteristic astray— 
they're from Lake Forest. 

We all know punk, hardcore and met- 
alcore have definitely left their mark on OC 
music culture. But it's rare to see a young, 
local band heavily inspired by European 
black metal and such gargantuan acts as 
Dimmu Borgir, Behemoth and Fleshgod 
Apocalypse. After a trip to Scandinavia in 
2011 to connect with family heritage, Knud¬ 
sen and bassist John Ashbaugh forged their 
OC sextet as the "American answer" to 
their Nordic, black-metal brethren. 

"Being in a band in Orange County 
nearthe big music and film mecca of Los 
Angeles has helped in finding musicians 
interested in playing this European style of 
music and being passionate about perform¬ 
ing," Knudsen says. "A lot of people are into 
these heavy, beat-down slam bands." 

They've never shied away from the 
intellectual side of metal. The band's 
name derives from a term for the summation 
of an indifferent source of power emanat¬ 
ing a sense of chaos. Empyrean Throne 
combine technical death-metal components 
with screeching vocals and foreboding, 
diminished minor chords. Then there's the 
symphonic arrangements composed by 
cellist Kakophonix. 

Knudsen and Kakophonix met during 
Abigail Williams' farewell tour at the Black 
Castle in LA. "We always wanted the sym¬ 
phonic ingredient," Knudsen says. "But 
it was hard to find a musician who really 


excels in that instrumental area who would 
be committed to a blackened death-metal 
band or even know much about the genre." 

So far, they've played myriad shows 
with several local groups—including 
Xanthochroid, Voices of Ruin and Sacred 
Ruins—as well as Aborted, Kataklysm and 
Disgorge. They've also made inroads in the 
festival circuit, playing the 2012 Summer 
Slaughter tour and the 2013 OC Deathfest. 

Knudsen, Ashbaugh, Kakophonix, drum¬ 
mer Dan Bruette, guitarist Bryan Schwarz 
and guitarist Mike Correia dedicated the 
first half of 2013 to recording their aptly 
themed concept and fantasy full-length 
debut album. Demonseed, released on 
Dec. 5,2013. Recorded at Sound Temple 
Studio in Rancho Cucamonga—headquar¬ 
ters for Upland deathcore band Winds of 
Plague, Demonseer/follows the birth, rise 
and demise of an antichrist-like figure that 
destroys the planet and is eaten by his 
own creation. (Correia has since departed; 
Mike Brennan signed shortly after the 
album's release.) 

The album's closing tack, "Follow the 
Plaguelord," now acts as the lead-in to 
the next album in the works for Empyrean 
Throne. In it, a brief piano introduction by 
Daniel Pappas gives way to an overpower¬ 
ing and threatening black-metal climax. 
"'Follow the Plaguelord' is a future projec¬ 
tion and tale of resolution after the apoca¬ 
lyptic scenario that is meant to be self-con¬ 
tained," Knudsen says. "This song signifies 
a changing of the guard, as a new beginning 
for our band and our next record." 

When the band isn't preoccupied with 
working on graphic art, restaurant day jobs, 
fishing at midnight, or studying Bach and 
Beethoven, they're focused on practice and 
promotion. Empyrean Throne plan to shoot 
three videos and continue work on their 
second concept album. You'd think having a 
black-metal band and Viking blood flowing 
through his veins would make Knudsen a 
little more obsessed with conquering the 
world. But for now, he says he's happy to be 
in a band that's self-sustaining and carving 
out a future, one devastating sword swipe 
at a time.

Scent of a Drunkard 

The devil inside the Balboa Saloon 


E ven though the Clippers have been 
ousted from the playoffs, it’s never 
too late for a drunken Donald 
Sterling rant. Especially in the bowels of 
white-collar Newport. As I enter the Bal¬ 
boa Saloon one recent afternoon, the sink¬ 
ing sun paints brick alleys and sidewalks a 
mellow shade of gold. The following salty 
chatter is the first thing I hear: 

“He spoke his mind in the privacy of his 
own home,” says one guy, slamming the bar 
top. “Does that make him a war criminal?” 

“No,” says his friend. “But trusting a hot 
31-year-old makes him a fucking idiot!” 

Usually, the opportunity to be just as 
crass and offensive as Sterling himself 
is the prerogative for many dive-bar 
day drinkers before scattering home to 
their wives. In this dated green watering 
hole—decorated with dusty long boards, 
mounted swordfish and various nautical 
fiotsam—it’s no different. 

But I didn’t come to this booze-soaked 
emerald on the Balboa peninsula to hear 
race-fueled gossip on current events. As 
a music fan, I came for the nostalgia. I’d 
heard Social Distortion’s late guitar player 
Dennis Danell used to drink here. So 
did Madness front man Graham “Suggs” 
McPherson whenever he was in town. 

The INXS video for “The Devil Inside”—a 
cheesy, smoke-filled ’80s romp—was even 
filmed inside these walls. 

Not that daytime bartender Colby 
remembers any of that. He and I were 
both born a year before that video came 
out in 1987. 

Shrugging off my notable references, the 
smiling, scruffy 28-year-old with a back¬ 
ward Clippers cap quickly pauses a drink 
order to bark at Dave, one of the regulars, 
who is trying to cheat his way through a 
game of pool. 

“That don’t count, ya piece a shit!” 

Colby yells. 

“This fucking table is crooked as fuck,” 
Dave argues. A sneer creeps across his 
mustachioed lip as he points his cue at his 
opponent. “It’s crooked, and every bar¬ 
tender in here fucking knows it!” 

A part-time movie-theater attendant, 
Dave is in his late 30s and decked out in 
checkered shorts and boat shoes; the local 
is loud and obnoxious at all times. After 
every one of his yuk- 5 nak one liners, Dave 
lets loose a hearty “Hooo-ah!” like Al 
Pacino in Scent of a Woman—only drunker. 

It’s the kind of scene that has probably 
played out a million times in this musty 
dive, since the 1970s, when it was known 
as the Brass Monkey. Sensing I was a new 
fish in the pond, Colby offers me compli¬ 
mentary sips from a pitcher filled with 
a Frankenstein concoction of domestic 
beers. He calls it a “Balboa Sunday,” the

At the other 
end of the bar, 
Dave finds 
another friend, 
a burly, gray¬ 
haired package- 
delivery driver 
named Mike 
stopping in for a 
beer after work. 
Somehow, they 
begin discussing 
their appreciation of women. What better 
time, since there are none around to be 
offended by anything they say? 

“Do you have a favorite fiavor?” Dave 
asks, beer in hand. 

“Nah, man... black, white, Puerto 
Rican—we all be freakin’,” Mike answers 
with a laugh. 

I cringe as I anticipate some racist, lech¬ 
erous follow-up from Dave. Remarkably, 
his slurred response was an 5 l;hingbut Ster¬ 
ling—it was actually pretty golden. “Yeah, 
if you’re a real man, you show appreciation 
for any woman,” he says with intoxicated 
conviction. “And if you don’t, you’re a...”
